According to London press dis- 
IKitches Sir Horace Plunkett. in a 
statement in reply to a question as 
to whether he was in agreement 
with the view that the election ef 
Edward de Valera, a Sinn Felner, 
aa a member pf Parliament for Bast 
dare, killed the prospects ot a con- 
vention in Ireland to consider home 
rule, said in part: 

"The Republicans are' not the 
only extremists.

Laurence Ginnell, Nationalist 
member of ParUamevt for the north 
division of Westmeath, has an- 
nounced the resignation of his seat 
in Parliament and says he will join 
the Sinn Feiners. 

Laurence Cinnell for many years 
has been an iimompromlsing critic 
of the (Government iii I'a rliament.

Bishop of Kerry, who were ar>>riit 
throog]i tadlspositlon, all the mum- 
bera ot the Irish hierarchy wera 
present. 

The newspaper Kilkenny People 
was aeized and auppreased Wednes- 
day by the police and military 
authorities. This paper Is an im- 
portant local weekly conducted by 
Edward T. Keane. an active poli- 
tician since the days of Parnell, and 
now Chairman of ttie local Sinn 
Feiners. The paper has had fre- 
quent difficulties with the cen.sor- 
ship, but it is felt in Dublin by 
good Judges-thai its sri/iii'' on the 
eve of .the Parliamenfary election 
to replace Patrick O'Brien, Na- 
tionalist, who died July 12, will 
assist the Sinn Feiners and preju- 
dice any constitutional candidates. 
The Sinn Felnera will hold a meet- 
ing under Keane's Chairmanship to 
select a candidate, who now will 
probably be Keane hlmseit.

The election to Parliament of 
Sinn I'eiiH r. Kdward de Valera 
eader in the Faster Insurrection 
;ind very recenlly a prisoner in an 
Knglisi! jail, has causwl a commo- 
lion both in Ireland and in Kng 
land. I)e Valera stod for Fast 
Clare, vacated by the death of 
.Major Hedniond, and was elected 
by nearly 3,000 majority over the 
National'ist candidate, Patrick 
Lynch, sometime Crown Proaecutor. 
Tbe victory of Sinn Fein ia all the 
more aigniflcant, because a short 
time ago East Clare was a Nation- 
alist stronghold. Added significance 
is had in the fact that De Valera, 
who was born in New York of an 
Irish niiitliei and a Spanish father, 
adopted the prorgamnio of Faster 
iveek, IMHi, as his platform and 
in\itr'd the electors to vote for an 
Insli repulilii <il sn\( iei>,'n and ab- 
solute independence. According to 
Unionist and Liberal papers this 
election will probably wreck the 
Nationalist party and wiM nullify 
the work of the convention. In 
their opinion Ireland has qtoken, 
through Bast- Clare, for absolute 
freedom in repudiation of Mr. Red- 
mond's programme.

The 
l)ail.\ ('hi()nicie, forgetful that Kng- 
land is also participating in Ameri- 
can gold, asserts that Sinn Fein is 
moxing to success liv mean.-; of 
American money. The Daily Tele- 
graph remarks that the Irl.sh mem- 
het-s of Parliament, of every shade 
nf poll leal ( pluion, agree that the 
Fast Clare election has both dis- 
credited the Nationalist party and 
made dear to all that the only way 
to settle the Irish trouble is to es- 
tablish an Irtsh republic. The Lon- 
don Times comments as follows: 

The programme of the successful 
party is quite frankly revolutionary. 
anti-English and separatist. There 
Is not and never can be the slightest 
question either among Englishmen 
or among serious Irishmen of ac- 
cepting the wild prorgamme with 
which the new member and his 
friends have won their seats in Par- 
liament. There is all the more 
reason therefore why the best ele- 
monts in Ireland should go forward 
and review the situation toegther 
ivith a determination to agree. If 
they should faH tbe reaponsibllity 
(or good goremment will remain 
where It is today. To refuse the 
effort at this day would be the 
counsel of sheer despair. 

The Daily Independent of Dublin 
ttiinks "Five out of every six elect- 
)rs wl'.o supported the victor did 
Ro our (>f sheer disgust for the 
'•rinf;in>.'. ciawlint' policy of the 
Irish party and the blundering tac- 
tics of their leaders." According to 
the pro-British Irish Times, 

The Sinn Fein poHcy, so far, has 
developed on destruction and bit- 
terness pregnant with menace to the 
peace of Ireland, let this policy 
triumphed over the memory of a 
devoted soldier and swept the Na- 
tionalists out of a seat beld with- 
out opposition for twenty years. 

The Express is of the opinion 
that the election is the most 
portentous thing in modern Irish 
political history, and believes that 
the "Nationalists can do little at 
the convention but record their 
pious opinions."
